It is not a matter of surprise that Bulbous rooted plants are rapidly gaining favor with 
the public, and are every year becoming more generally cultivated. 

The ease with which Bulbs are cultivated is greatly in their favor. Any fair garden soil 
will grow Bulbs well, but it must be well drained, so that the water will not. lie on the sur- 
face for any length of time, or the Bulbs will not be likely to rot. If the soil is poor, enrich 
it with well-rotted manure or with surface earth from the woods. Cow manure is excellent 
for Bulbs. Manure must be well spaded in, and if the soil is too stiff add a little sand. 

- The soil of Bulbs should be spaded deep ; but the most important part is thorough draining, 

sand if this is not neglected success is almost certain. 

~_ After planting, and before winter sets in, cover the beds with leaves or coarse manure—say 
‘five or six inches; throw over these boards or brush, to prevent blowing off. 

- Inthe Spring, as soon as hard frosts are over, rake off the cover ing. You now have your 
_beds ready for flowering. Nothing more to be done except to keep them clean from weeds. 

1 Some Bulbs, such as a few varieties of Lilliums, Tritiomas, ete., will not arrive before No- 

»vember Ist, but parties ordering now can have them sent when we receive them. 


EE ASC LING EL. 


THE HyAcinrH is one of the most pest and fragrant of the Bulbous flowers, and par- 
ticularly desirable for house culture. 

To grow in pots successfully they should be potted either singly or two or more in a pot, 
taking care to not give them too large pots; cover only the lower half of the Bulbs with 
soil, press them down until they are nearly covered, water until the soil is moistened, then 
set the pots in a cool, dark cellar. Here they may remain for several weeks, until the roots are 
well formed, with but little growth at the top. A pot or two at a time can be taken into a 
warm, light room for flowering, a week or ten days apart, and thereby secure a succession of 
bloom. 

If flowers are desired for the holidays, plant the Bulbs as soon as possible. 

When grown in glasses of water for flowering, place the Bulbs so that the base of the root 
only comes in contact with the water. Keep ‘them in a dark, cool place for about three 
weeks; at the expiration of this time, remove them to where the plants will receive moderate 
light ; as soon as the leaves attain a healthy green color, remove them to the lightest possible 
situation, and turn them occasionally, to prevent long or ill-shaped stems. Never change the 
water, but put in the bottom of the glass a little charcoal, and add water from time to time as 
required ; use rain water if possible. 

For giving vigor to the plant and color to the flowers, dissolve half an ounce of Guano in a 
quart of water and pour one teaspoonful into each glass once a week after the flowers begin to 
grow, but not before. 

| Many persons not acquainted with this flower think the double varieties only are desirable. 
This is a mistake. The value of the Hyacinth depends upon the form of the spike, and the 
arrangement of the flowers or bells upon the flower stem. The truss or spike should be Pye ; 
midal, and the flowers close enough together to hide the naked stem. 

Hyacinths generally commence flowering in March, and by selecting the ours and j 
varieties a succession may be obtained for at least a month. me

This prevents 
throwing out by the frost, which will be done in some grounds, They can be transplanted 
every season, but it is better to leave them two or three years in the ground before removing 
and dividing them. They may be planted in the border with herbaceous plants, as they 
will be through flowering before the herbaceous plants need the room. If planted in beds by 
themselves, the beds can be used for sowing Annuals. A few beds interspersed in a lawn 
look very pretty, and they are through blooming and out of the way before mowing. Snow- 
drops are very fine for the same purpose.

Tue Narcissus is a very fine class of early blooming flowers, including the well-known . 
Daffodil and Jonquil. They are mostly all hardy, and should be planted in the fall, like the 
Hyacinth, but may remain in the ground a number of years, after which they will become so 
matted together as to make a division of the roots necessary. Some varieties are double and 
showy, and the single are very delicate and beautiful. : 

The single varieties are very pretty; the outer six petals being of one color and the inner 
cup another, making them very attractive. Some have petals of light yellow with a bright 
orange cup, and others have white petals and orange cup. The double varieties are very de- 
sirable, and present a very showy appearance. The common Daffodil is well-known under 
that name, though not so well by its true one, Van Sion. Orange Phenix is known under 
the common name of Butter-and-Eges. 

The most beautiful, however, of the Narcissus family, is the Polyanthus Narcissus, whose 
flowers are produced in clusters or trusses of from half-a-dozen to three times this number. 
Like the others, they show every shade of color, from the pure white to the bright orange. 
These are not so hardy as the other varieties, but in drained soil with a covering of straw 
manure or litter, they will stand our winters very well. 

The Narcissus are excellent for winter flowering in glasses, like the Hyacinth.

Tuts is the first flower of the spring, blooming about the first of March. Its pretty little 
white flowers, sometimes borne above the snows, first bears the welcome news of spring.

A little rotted manure, leaves and sand mixed, will cause an extra growth, and a 
production of larger flowers. 


Among the many valuable flowers that have been introduced into this country and Europe, 
from China and Japan, nothing yet exceeds the brilliant and lovely Japan Lilies—Iiliwm 


lancifolium. They are very fragrant, and as hardy as the common garden varieties. Strong 
Bulbs throw up strong flowering shoots from three to five feet high, and begin to bloom about 
the middle of August, each stem producing from two to one dozen flowers. There are four 
varieties of this class, as per annexed list. : 
_ L. Brownii is a new and magnificent, large, trumpet-shaped Lily, purple on the outside, 
beautiful clear white inside, and very fragrant. It is truly splendid. 
_ IL. Auratum is the great Lily from Japan known as the “Gold-Banded Lily.” This is, un- 
exceptionably, the King of Lilies. The flower is from eight to twelve inches in diameter, 
composed of six petals each, being thickly studded with bright crimson spots, and having a 
bright golden band in the center of each. As the Bulbs acquire age and strength, the flow- 
ers attain their full size, and over a dozen are produced on a single stem. We offer two 
sizes of Bulbs, but the smaller will have to be grown another year before flowering.
